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Supreme Court lets 
Trump’s full travel 
ban stay in effect 


... FOR NOW. In a victory for the White House, restrictions on travel from 
seven countries remain while legal appeals go through the lower courts.

The Supreme Court gave President Don- 
ald Trump a significant victory Monday, 
ruling he may put his full travel ban into ef- 
fect while legal appeals are being weighed 
in lower courts. 

The decision, with only two dissents, 
strongly suggests the justices believe the 
current version of Trump’s broad travel 
ban does not exceed his powers under the 
immigration laws and does not reflect 
unconstitutional religious discrimina- 
tion against Muslims. 

The justices issued an unsigned or- 
der Monday granting the administra- 
tion’s request for a stay that would 
block lower-court decisions that pre- 
vented full enforcement of the ban. 
Justices Ruth Bader Ginsburg 
and Sonia Sotomayor said they 
would deny the request but did 
not spell out their reasons. 

The court did not issue an 
opinion with the order, but 
usually the justices do not 


The third version of the travel 
ban, issued Sept. 24, blocks 
visitors and emigrants from 
Chad, Iran, Libya, Somalia, 
Syria, Yemen and North Korea. 
It also limits travel for some 
officials from Venezuela. 


With only two justices 
dissenting, the U.S. Supreme 
Court blocked an order 
preventing full enforcement, 
suggesting the justices 
believe the ban does not 


exceed Trump’s powers 
under immigration law or 
discriminate against Muslims.

What effects would the sweeping tax bills passed 
by the House and Senate have on Virginians and 
their pocketbooks? 

The answer can depend on the size of a person’s 
paycheck and household, how he or she spends or in- 
vests money, his or her wealth, his or her businesses 
and several other factors. The bills also propose ma- 
jor tax cuts for businesses. 

Nothing is final. The Senate approved its overhaul 
legislation in Saturday’s predawn hours, and the 
House approved a separate, detailed plan Nov. 16. 
The bills are similar but not identical. Now, negotia- 
tors for each legislative body will attempt to hammer 
out a single piece of legislation that would go back

The assertion Monday by one of President Donald 
Trump’s lawyers that a president cannot be found 
guilty of obstruction of justice signaled a contro- 
versial defense strategy in the wide-ranging Rus- 
sia probe. 

Trump tweeted over the weekend that he knew 
then-national security adviser Michael Flynn lied 
to the FBI about his contacts with the Russian am- 
bassador before firing him in February -and before 
FBI Director James Comey said Trump asked him to 
be lenient while investigating Flynn. Some experts 
said the president’s admission increased his legal ex- 
posure to obstruction of justice charges, one of the
